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Public offers ‘beams of light’ on city’s financial shortfalls

Someone from the community may come up with 
a suggestion which offers a “beam of light.” 

That is how Mayor Clem Bartolai invited input 
at Tuesday’s “Town Meeting” to address Sierra 
Madre’s projected budget shortfall for the coming fis¬ 
cal year. He said that, although the City Council 
may deliberate for hours on a problem, there may be 
“something out there” the public knows about and 
they can make us (the council) aware of it. 

Bartolai gave a 45-minute overview of the “hard 
times, tough choices” facing Sierra Madre, which, 
he said, have been well publicized through local media 
and city newsletters. 

The public responded, hoping to express their 
own “beams of light.” By press time, 9:30 p.m., 
some highly supportive statements were made. 

Former Councilman and Mayor Charles Corp 
commended the presentation, and said he was willing 
to pay more to help the city, which, he said, has given 
him more than he has ever given it. Others said we 
“have to pay to maintain our identity here,” and 
that the meeting was “Americanism in action.” 

Dorothy Hobiak recalled the “Ask not what your 
country can do for you” phrase, and enumerated 
some of the ways people in the city are already pitch-

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ing in. “The volunteer fire department saves us 
$865,000,” she said. Friends of the Library raised 
$30,(XX); volunteers spent 400 hours toting 60 lb. bags 
of concrete to repair Mt. Wilson Trail; the Rose Float 
makes a nice image worldwide for the city every year. 

But there were also concrete suggestions to help 
cut the expected shortfall of $800,000. 

Elaine Rudolph challenged City Council to take 
more of a leadership role in working with the League 
of California Cities to solve mutual problems and to 
fight for Sierra Madre’s needs with state legislators. 
“Let’s not isolate ourselves,” she said. 

Moreover, Rudolph urged an aggressive approach 
to find clean industry to broaden the tax base. The 
Mayor responded that the Economic Development 
Group, made up of Sierra Madre residents, is work¬ 
ing on this task, and may bring in a consultant, if 
needed, for implementation of goals. 

Anita Shaefer suggested that if a utility tax is 
levied, she would like the money to be targeted to 
specific needs. Bartolai replied that one of the pluses 
for assessment districts is that they are levied for 
specific projects; utility taxes also could be designated 
specifically. 

Hobiak said the $75,0(X) in Sierra Madre’s com¬ 
munity development block grant (CDBG) fund could

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be discounted and sold for about $45,(XX), following 
Temple City’s example. 

Several community members, during the public 
comment period, questioned the high cost of litiga¬ 
tion. Bartolai blamed the litiginous society in which 
we live, and said the city finds itself in a “lose-lose” 
situation. Even if the city wins a lawsuit, it still must 
pay all costs. Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann MacGillivray 
elaborated, saying that sometimes when people are 
unliappy because the city tries to get them to comply 
with laws, they decide to sue the city. “But ‘the city’ 
is all of us,” she said, “us in this audience and us 
living in Sierra Madre.” 

MacGillivray said there are some options for re¬ 
ducing these costs: third and fourth year law students 
are required to serve communities and might be a re¬ 
source for the city to use at no cost, and some Sierra 
Madre attorneys might be willing to serve the city on 
a pro bono basis. 

“The utility tax,” said Laurie Cooper, “is as fair 
as any tax, and the (administrative) cost of collecting 
it is minimal.” She suggested that people pay for 
waste collection according to their use, which would 
also encourage conservation. 


Major reasons for the current and projected 
shortfalls were listed as: 

1. Rising litigation defense costs. 

2. Loss of property tax revenue, which impacts 
Sierra Madre more than cities with an industrial base, 
taking 22 percent of the annual property tax revenue. 
This tax makes up 76 percent of the city’s general 
fund, against only 27 percent of the average city. 

3. Increased workers’ compensation reforms, 
for which the state has not yet enacted. 

4. Charges levied by the county for services to 
cities, such as jail services and tax collection. 

5. Compliance with state-mandated programs 
which are then not funded. 

6. Completion of needed capital infrastructure 
improvements. 

7. Stagnant or declining revenues, including sales 
tax - a factor on which both the city and the Main 
Street Chamber of Commerce have been constantly 
working. 

Bartolai assured the 150 people in attendance 
that the council will carefully review suggestions by 
referring to minutes and tapes of the Town Meeting 
when they consider the matter at the next City Coun¬ 
cil meeting.

Creativity fuels Sierra Madre’s cottage industry

The folklore of whirligigs and patchwork, the 
artistry of interior design and floral creations - these 
represent just the tip of the iceberg for cottage indus¬ 
tries thriving in Sierra Madre. 

At their monthly meeting, the Sierra Madre 
Homeowners/Renters Association, strong supporters 
of all local businesses, featured these four cottage in¬ 
dustries as examples of those that exist in Sierra Madre. 
The program was particularly appropriate because 
1993 is also the “Year of the American Craftsman.” 

Three years ago. Sue Messersmith created her 
business, “Patchwork Pleasures,” and at the recent 
meeting displayed examples of the patchwork designs 
she makes on pillows, aprons, tote bags and framed 
patchwork, among other things. Working out of her 
home, 60 percent of what she does is for custom or¬ 
ders. Her handcraft is also sold in Little Stuga and 
at the booth she has each year during the Wistaria 
Fete Street Faire. 

Messersmith has always been craft-oriented. 
She reached a point where she decided it was time to 
get a real job or to do her own thing. Her choice 
became “Patchwork Pleasures” and it has proved a 
good choice. To prepare for her own business she 
took lessons from Sandi Fox, textile curator for the 
Los Angeles County Museum; Pat Marks, who taught 
quilting and patchwork at PCC; and attended seminars 
and read a pile of books. 

She loves the great variety of colorful fabrics 
there are to choose from and quality is her keystone. 
To make her aprons, for example, she sought out 
the distributor whose fabric would provide the last¬ 
ing features she was after. Her tote bags are very 
popular, a practical item as well as great for gift giv¬ 
ing, as are all her creations. She is also in the process 
of introducing patchwork decorated children’s jump¬ 
ers (grandmothers, take note). 

Bill Messersmith, Sue’s husband, although a 
busy member of Sierra Madre’s Volunteer Fire De¬ 


partment, helps with the paper work, tax forms, etc., 
and when she has her Wistaria Fete booth. If anyone 
is thinking about a home business in which a product 
will be sold it is necessary to apply for a resale num¬ 
ber and, of course, to have a city business license. 

There was no doubt when Edgar Williams spoke 
that night that he and his wife, Velda, are having 
great fun making whirligigs. There seems to be no 
end to the variety they make from various birds and 
animals, wood choppers, cow milkers, butter churn- 
ers, butchers, railroad signal men, fishermen pulling 
up the big one, tennis players, sailboats, and on and 
on, all put into motion by the wind. A number are 
also displayed in their front and back yards. 

Step into their cozy home and every room is 
filled with creative efforts. It is very much a family 
affair. In fact, it was their daughter, Carol Brennan, 
who was holding her own boutique and suggested 
that her father make the whirligigs to sell at the boutique. 
He owned a barbershop in Sierra Madre until he re¬ 
tired but has always worked with wood. He produces 
these fun items in a shop behind his home and Velda 
does the painting. 

They too, have a Wistaria fete booth and they 
have had a lot of followup business. Christmas is a 
particularly busy time and these are a great out-of- 
the-ordinary gift. Edgar is presently working in his 
shop to produce Santa in his sleigh with the reindeer. 

Phyllis Bennet said deciding to run her interior 
design business out of her home was the best way to 
go for her. She had always wanted to be an interior 
designer, but first she taught school, then raised her 
son and daughter. She took art classes but became 
serious in her desire when she entered Woodbury 
University in 1981, graduated cum laude earning a 
Bachelor of Science degree in interior design. At 
first she worked for an interior decorator and this 
convinced her she did not want to work out of a shop. 
She learned there, you’re always trying to sell the 
shop’s inventory to the clients. The experience did 


give her contacts and helped to build a clientele. 

She now services homes, churches, offices, and 
other places, and is available on an hourly basis for 
consultation. She will work out your particular needs 
with expertise and imagination, and being very care¬ 
ful of your budget. She will bring samples of fabric, 
carpeting, color and texture to see what you are hap¬ 
py with and how it would look during the day or 
night. Bennet says her business is “where interior 
design becomes an affordable luxury,” and nowhere 
more than in your home can the value of this guidance 
be so readily enjoyed. 

Judith Brandley has found success in the floral 
business which she conducts out of a studio behind 
her home. Early on she realized that even though 
everyone has their own style, a foundation was needed.

And just off the rotunda of the 
government seat, there is a tiny prayer 
room, “for meditation of members of 
Congress.” It is ecumenical, but includes 
symbols of the Christian-Judeo faiths. 

A colorful “window” depicts George 
Washington, kneeling in prayer at Valley 
; Forge, with some of the words of his 
favorite psalm - “Preserve me. Oh God, 
for in thee do I put Tliy trust.’’ 

With few exceptions, members of 
Congress profess a church preference.

From the 
Mayor’s Desk...

While we Sierra Madreans have always 
prided ourselves in having excellent water, some 
recent revelations resulting from testing may have 
led you to believe it’s not as good as it used to 
be. Or as Dick Rogers suggests in his “Out and 
About” column, maybe it has never been as 
good as we thought. 

1 am sure through the years you have heard 
the now ancient adage that “Sierra Madre’s 
water was second only to some little village in 
Switzerland.” I heard this expressed over and 
over again by one of our late water board directors. 
Unfortunately, I found it impossible to prove the 
authenticity of the statement and it just remains 
part of the lore of our little village. Then I am 
not sure if the comment was meant to equate to 
the taste or bacterialogical content or if it was all- 
encompassing. 

Nonetheless, I have tasted water in many 
locations in the U.S. as well as some foreign 
countries, and, in my estimation, the taste of 
Sierra Madre’s water far surpasses that of many 



other locales. I am sure someone might chal¬ 
lenge that since I’ve been told that now hints of 
chlorine can be detected. This brings us to the 
issue of bacteriological content. 

In recent years, federal, state and county 
regulations have impacted dramatically the 
methods by which we deliver and monitor water 
quality. Federal regulations governing the na¬ 
tion’s water were first introduced in 1972. Since 
then, a flurry of Federal and State legislation 
has emerged and expanded to include the Clean 
Water Act, the Water Quality Act, Safe Drink¬ 
ing Water Act, Resource Conservation and Re-

Wing 
was the houseman and general factotum, and 
Wong was a full-time chef. 

My first job, one of many 1 would have 
through the ensuing years, gave me a sample of 
what a most unusual place this was. The first 
surprise I had was on a Saturday morning just 
after the banks had been closed by presidential 
order. Like most people I was caught with little 
money in my pocket. I needed money for my¬ 
self and I also owed the paint store a large bill 
for expensive wallpaper. With some hesitation 
I asked the head gambler if I might draw some 
money. “Sure,” he said. “How much?” I 
took a deep breath and asked for what seemed 
at the moment to be all the money in the world. 
“Could I have $200?” Without a word, he drew 
a large roll of bills from his pocket and counted 
off two $100 notes. As he was giving me cash, 
and no bill had been rendered, I asked if I could 
give him a receipt. With a touch of anger he 
said, “Listen, Martin, if we can’t trust each 
other, I don’t want you on the job.” How many 
workmen have had a similar experience?

“Egyptian House” on Calaveras Street.

Mom was stern. She was independent. She 
was stubborn. 

She was Friisian Dutch, the ones labeled as 
“hard heads” by their neighbors, and even by 
themselves. 

1 doubt that she had a good credit rating in 
the big book that business folk live by. She never 
charged anything. If she didn’t have the money 
to pay cash, she didn’t buy - even the house, cars, 
appliances. The only bills she ever got were for 
utilities and these were paid immediately. 

She was head of the family office of manage¬ 
ment and budget. Her budget was detailed. There 
were no extravagances. 


I could use the car - but only on Friday even¬ 
ings. It has to be in the garage at midnight, with 
as much gas in the tank as when it left. Any expen¬ 
ses incurred through its use were my total respon¬ 
sibility. 

Respect and reputation were very essential 
to her. 

Education was next to food in importance. 
At Dad’s salary, their pursuit of education was 
a genuine achievement. One of the offspring was 
a registered nurse, four were teachers with advanced 
degrees. (Another, with a business school training 
made the highest salary. That’s another story.) 

She was proud of the kids, but with every 
success came the warning. “Don’t get the big 
head.” 

You can’t rate mothers on a comparative 
scale. There is this one day when we know that 
ours is the mother of the year, and when we hope 
we can be worthy of her love and deeds.

Question: My puppy just dewormed for 
roundworms. How do they get them and ^ 
how do you know they have them? 

Roundworms look like spaghetti and you may sec them in 
feces or vomit. If adult worms are not seen, many times the 
microscopic eggs are seen on a routine stool exam by your 
vet. Dogs are exposed to this parasite several different 
ways. First, they can be transmitted from the pregnant 
mother via the placenta to her pups. Secondly, they can be 
transmitted via the mother's milk. Thirdly, roundworms 
are passed in feces of infected animals and can be ingested 
by dogs and cats. A fourth way is by ingesting a rodent, 
bird or insect that has ingested roundworm eggs. In adult 
dogs, the swallowed eggs pass into the intestine and hatch 
into larvae. These larvae migrate to body tissues where 
some become inactive cysts. Hormone changes that occur in 
dogs during pregnancy and nursing are thought to activate 
these cysts to migrate across the placenta. Some types of 
roundworms larvae will migrate tc* the liver, lungs and 
trachea where they will be coughed up and swallowed, thus 
returning to the intestinal tract to mature. Migrating round- 
worms can cause pneumonia or intestinal blockage. They 
can also rob young pups of nutrients and may retard 
growth.

In the event that Icglalalion is enacted to reduce or ehminaie lire amount of ad valorem las revenue 
allocated to Diatrict No. 15 in fiacal year 1993-94, Uic Wasicwaicr Surcharge Rales shall, upon the effective dale ot 
euch legislation, be increased for fiscal year 199.3-94 by such amount as is neee.ssary to recoup the revenue lost to 
District No. 15 for said fiscal year by reason of such legislation. 

The increase for each unit rate charge shall Ise detennined hy multiplying $8.00 per million gallons of 
flow, $1.70 per 1000 lbs. of COD, $4.50 per 1000 Ihs. of SS and $40.00 per million gallons for the short font) 
rate, respectively, by the percentage of the total ad valorem tax revenue that has been lost by reason of such 
legislation.

covery Act, and finally. Superfund. Each piece 
of legislation is more stringent than its predecessor. 

In 1992, Federal regulators at the EPA mod¬ 
ified Federal Water Standards for bacteriological 
quality. This ruling became effective in Septem¬ 
ber 1992 and is known as the total Coliform Rule 
with the State Office of Drinking Water acting 
as the executive branch of the EPA. Under this 
rule all water agencies serving more than 10,000 
population are required to collect and submit 
weekly samples for bacteriological analysis. The 
samples are taken at the following locations in 
Sierra Madre: the 200 block of N. Lima St., 
Fane St., Oakcrest Dr., Woodland Dr., and the 
east and west tunnels. 

The water samples are collected in 250 ml 
sterilized plastic bottles at each location. The 
samples are then delivered every Tuesday morn¬ 
ing to the laboratory for analysis. This analysis 
will detect the presence of any bacteria in the sam¬ 
ples analyzed and the presence of one single bac¬ 
teria per 100 ml of the sample would be considered 
a bacteriological failure, or a positive sample un¬ 
der this rule. In the event of a positive sample, 
the location where the failure occurred is resam¬ 
pled to confirm the previous results. If a second 
positive sample is confirmed, then an emergency 
plan is implemented which includes distribution 
of boilwater notices and a supply of bottled water 
to the community. 

Three nonconsecutive positive samples in 
1992 triggered a mandated permanent chlorina¬ 
tion of our water supply which took effect in 
December 1992. A public notification published 
in a local newspaper was also required. A posi¬ 


tive sample at a specific location confirmed by 
retest may be indicative of a localized temporary 
problem. We say temporary simply because 
when a problem occurs in our water system, you 
can be assured the city’s Water Department will 
move quickly to resolve the situation. 

According to our city engineer, Kev Tchark- 
houtian, “The quality of the drinking water in 
Sierra Madre has not changed but the standards 
by which we measure that quality have become 
more stringent and categorical. Every regula¬ 
tion is enforced to the letter of the law without 
consideration of specific factors inherent to each 
individual system.” 

Sean Joyce, assistant city administrator, 
commented that “regrettably, the technical nature 
of the language used in notices of non-conformance 
is specified by applicable statutes. This is the re¬ 
sult of liability considerations.” 

If 1 am interpreting this correctly, that is to 
say the jargon used in these notifications may 
tend to send a message that is more alarming 
than necessary and it isn’t as serious as the words 
imply. 

Any failure in our water system should be 
taken seriously and it is. Attention is given to 
the situation immediately. Since the implemen¬ 
tation of the permanent chlorination of the water 
system, no bacteriological failures or positive 
samples have occurred. It means that our water 
supply meets the total Coliform Rule standard 
adopted by the EPA in 1992. 

Now 1 am curious to know if that “mythical” 
village in Switzerland could withstand the testing 
that we do, or maybe now, we are second to no 
one.

The California Department of Heolth Services requires that we send you this 
notice concerning the level of fluoride in your drinking water. In the months of 
January, February and March, 1993, the drinking water in our system had an 
avera^ fluoride concentration of 1.7 milligrams per litter Img/LI based on 
weekly blend sampling. 

The State of California’s Maximum Contaminant level (MCL) for fluoride is 1.6 
mg/1 based on the annual overage of maximum daily air temperature in the 
Sierra Madre Area. The naturally occurring fluoride concentration of our 
water exceeds the State's MCL. In 1986, the Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency Increased their MCL to 4.0 mg/1. Exposure to drinking water levels 
above 4.0 mg/1 for many years may result in some cases of crippling skeletal 
fluorosis, which is a serious bone disorder. The State of California did not 
Increase the allowable level of fluoride to the new Federal level and instead 
maintained its previous standard due to the potential for dental fluorosis at lev¬ 
els considerabfy less than 4.0 mg/1. 

Fluoride in children's drinking water levels of approximately 1 mg/1 reduces 
the number of dental cavities. However, some children exposed to levels of flu¬ 
oride greater thon about 2.0 mg/1 may develop dental fluorosis. Dental fluo¬ 
rosis, in Its moderate and severe forms, is a brown staining and/or printing of 
the permanent teeth. 

Because dental fluorosis occurs only when developing teeth (before they erupt 
from the gums) ore exposed to elevated fluoride levels, households without chil¬ 
dren are not expected to be affected by this level of fluoride. Families with 
children under the age of nine consuming fluoride drops or pills may wish to 
contact their dentist to minimize the potential for dental fluorosis. 

The City of Sierra Madre Is supplying additional quantities of well water with 
low fluoride content to blend with the tunnel water exceeding the 1.6 mg/L flu¬ 
oride limit. 

Based upon results of recent fluoride quality sampling, the fluoride content is 
below 1.6 mg/L, ond no special precautions or actions ore necessorv on your 
part. 

I his notification of the public is being done in compliance with the California 
Health and Safety code and the California Domestic Water Quality and 
Monitoring Regulations as a means of keeping the public informed. Consumers 
wishing more information should contact Kev Tchorkhoutian of the City of 
Sierra Madre Woter Department at (818) 355-7135.

The tragedy of the Branch 
Davidian cult’s fiery end 
in Waco should at least 
teach us one or two vital 
lessons about religious 
doctrine and human be¬ 
havior. 

One lesson I see is that 
the old doctrine of separa¬ 
tion, which plays an im¬ 
portant role in both the 
Old and New Testaments 
of the Bible, is a dead 
branch of our tradition. 
The notion that the mem¬ 
bers of a particular religious 
group, movement or cult 
are truly God’s chosen 
people, to the exclusion 
of many others whose wor¬ 
ship is false, is known as 
the doctrine of election. 

A present-day Christian 
denomination claims that 
according to scripture, 
only 144,000 true believers 
will be spared from God’s 
wrath and admitted to 
heaven in the last days. 
Of course, all of the so- 
chosen persons will be ad¬ 
herents of that particular 
denomination. That is 
literally election with a 
vengeance! 

The farther a church 
goes down the road of 
separation, the closer it 


gets to the bizarre, the 
cultic and the inbred, and 
the farther it gets from 
the ministry of Jesus Christ. 

Second lesson from 
Waco: people will put up 
with unimaginably awful 
conditions if they feel 
that they belong. Of 
course, coercion entered 
the Branch Davidian pic¬ 
ture in a major way. Still, 
at some point in their 
lives those folk felt that 
God was ministering to 
them, and for that reason 
they stayed with Koresh. 

Our churches need to 
be places where people 
feel that they really and 
truly belong, where they 
will not be singled out, 
criticized, pressured or 
rejected on the basis of 
personal considerations. 
Some churches are so 
blessed with large num¬ 
bers of people that they 
think they can afford to 
exclude people on the basis 
of lifestyle, behavior or 
Biblical beliefs.

This Sunday, Mother’s 
Day, Pastor Anderson 
will speak from Proverbs 
31:30: “Charm is deceit¬ 
ful and beauty is vain, but 
a woman who fears the 
Lord, she shall be praised.’’ 

This passage of scrip¬ 
ture is an excellent one 
for mothers, but also for 
every woman, married, 
ffligie, widowed or divoroed. 


It is also a good text for 
men. The fear of the 
Lord is a fundamental 
starting place with God 
for all people. We live in 
a time when charm and 
beauty are valued far 
above the fear of the Lord. 
For this reason, we find 
our expectations in rela¬ 
tionships constantly frus¬ 
trated. The reason for 
this is simple - charm de¬ 
ceives and beauty is only 
skin deep. Once we learn 
to mistrust beauty and 
charm, we are ready to 
learn the fear of the Lord.

“Covenants,” by Neil 
K. Newell, the new play 
at Altadena’s Theater 
Americana, is something 
of a departure. So much 
so, in fact, that the open¬ 
ing night audience, the 
usual mix of oldtimers 
and friends of the cast, 
was somewhat taken aback. 
For one thing, it is higher 
quality writing than they 
are usually offered, thought¬ 
ful and well dramatized. 
It has at least one scene 
of uncomfortable reality 
and some puzzling mo¬ 
ments. It demands that 
the audience recognize 
metaphors in action. And 
director Richard Doherty 
has deliberately blurred 
the lines between the fan¬ 
tasy on stage and the reali¬ 
ty of the audience. But 
one can trust Doherty. 
He knows what he wants 
and he has put together a 
sterling cast to help him 


achieve it. 

The play has some very 
amusing scenes. The wife 
of a good Mormon named 
Lyn, has gotten bored 
with him and left him, 
hoping for a more adven¬ 
turous life. He wants 
her back. “Of course, 1 
do stiU love her. I promised 
I would.” His methods, 
briefly displayed, are very 
imaginative. 

There is Boyd, master¬ 
ful and macho to almost 
cartoonish extent, whose 
devotion to leadership 
means to override the 
needs and desires of every¬ 
one else; and his gentle, 
downtrodden wife, Viola, 
trying to protect her senile 
father, Joe, from Boyd’s 
inq»tienoe. Joe haDudnates 
a strong, capable Man to 
carry out his longed-for 
responses to Boyd’s cruel¬ 
ty and is mildly disap¬ 
pointed that the other 


characters cannot see, 
hear or feel him. 

Elaine, Lyn’s errant 
wife, finds some excite¬ 
ment in the company of 
her sensible and reluctant¬ 
ly charismatic friend, Eva, 
as they work out at a fit¬ 
ness center, where Eva 
constantly attracts the eye 
of the lusty, physical types. 
Eva is only too aware of 
the shallowness of such 
relationships and looks 
with admiring eyes at 
Elaine’s dependable hus¬ 
band, Lyn. 


All the while, the in¬ 
visible Man is quietly build¬ 
ing a monument to Joe’s 
fading personality, and 
eventually begins one for 
the equally fading Viola. 

Altogether it is more 
complex and probing than 
many a TA play. Cesare 
Vindigni makes a big, 
noisy Boyd, and Helen 
Spencer does a sensitive 
portrayal of the kind of 
wife that dare not stand 
up to him.

On-view origins of in¬ 
vestigations in February 
equaled 28 while those in 
March rose to 73. 

There were 44 business 
license issuances in Feb¬ 
ruary and 56 in March. 
In all, there were 181 dur¬ 
ing December, January, 
February and March. 

Code enforcement has 
issued 58 “Notice to Cease” 
citations to persons or 
businesses who were con¬ 
ducting business within 
the city without a current 
business license or the 
proper display of vehicle 
business tags.

Peer counselors help others 
face issues, problem solve 


For a variety of different 
reasons, Arcadia High 
School students have be¬ 
come peer counselors, 
helping fellow students 
deal with eating disorders, 
family and sibling prob¬ 
lems and boyfriend/girl¬ 
friend issues as well as 
tardies and truancies. 

Anita Akhavan said 
that she signed up for the 
peer counseling class last 
year for personal gain. 
She learned how to deal 
with her own problems. 
“It really worked,” said 
this senior, who is one of 
14 advanced peer counselors 
with four semesters of 
experience. 

Jared Bower learned 
about how great the class 
was from friends and de¬ 
cided to give it a chance. 
“What the hay!” explained 
Bower. 

Another student wants 
to be a psychologist and 
figured that this was an 
“ideal” class for her. 
Philip Sinon was just 
“curious” about the class. 

For what ever reasons 
led them to become peer 
counselors, the students 
gave unanimous praise 
for the class, in which 
participants have developed 


a “special bond,” where 
they feel secure and have 
support, explained Ak¬ 
havan. Jackson said that 
she was skeptical at first, 
thinking, “This is not go¬ 
ing to work.” Feng Hsiung 
said, “I think it’s real 
valuable.” 

Students can be referred 
for peer counseling by a 
teacher or they can seek 
help by filling out a brief 
form on which they iden¬ 
tify the area in which they 
would like assistance. 

AHS counselor Lauri Lar¬ 
son and one of the stu¬ 
dent leaders select the 
best helper for that prob¬ 
lem and an appointment 
is made for the counselor 
and client to meet. Those 
students who seek their 
own help really want to 
talk, explained the student 
counselors, who added 
that it is “just easier talk¬ 
ing to peers.” 

The peer counseling 
program has helped re¬ 
duce time required by 
counselors and has helped 
decrease tardies by as 
much as 80 percent, ac¬ 
cording to Larson. 

In its second year, the 
program now has 73 coun¬ 


selors who have taken the 
f-lans for at least one semes¬ 
ter and another group tak¬ 
ing the class for the first 
time. Class time is de¬ 
voted to developing ques¬ 
tioning, decision making 
and active listening skills. 
Students also learn how 
to cope with some of the 
issues that they might be 
faced with, such as family 
communication, AIDS, 
eating disorders, code¬ 
pendency and death. 

Officers in the advanced 
peer counseling group are 
Holly Blevins and Kari 
Jackson, co-presidents; 
Akhavan, vice president; 
Keather Keely, treasurer; 
Michelle Disalvo, secretary; 
Bower and Heather Con¬ 
nelly, historians. 

“It’s the most wonder¬ 
ful program on campus,” 
said Larson, who went on 
to say that students are 
learning skills to help 
them be more successful 
in the work place, more 
successful communicators 
in the family environment, 
and more successful prob¬ 
lem solvers. She added, 
“We don’t ever solve 
problems; we empower 
clients to make better de¬ 
cisions for themselves.” 


Jackson saluted by peer counselors 


Kari Jackson, an Arca¬ 
dia High School senior, 
received a Youth Recog¬ 
nition Award from the 
California Association of 
Peer Programs at the ninth 
annual Peer Helping Con¬ 
ference held recently at 
the Anaheim Hilton. 

Nominated by AHS 
counselor Lauri Larson, 
Jackson was one of 20 
students honored at the 
conference, which at¬ 
tracted approximately 
2000 students from all 
over California. 

She was nominated for 
“dedication to our pro¬ 
gram and her service to 
the student body,” ex¬ 
plained Larson. 

The two-day conference 
found students attending 
workshops on such topics 
as alcoholism, drug abuse, 
gay teens, divorce, death, 
molestation and “senior- 
itis.” 

Jackson said that at¬ 
tending the conference 
was a great experience 
in that she got to know 
people from other schools 
all over the state and to 
share ideas with them. 

Jackson and Heather 
Keely conducted a work¬ 


shop on advanced peer 
counselors as trainers, or 
helping students teach 
other students, and how 
to start a peer counseling 
class. 

Other AHS peer coun¬ 
selors taking part in the 
conference were Jared 
Bower and Philip Sinon, 
who led a workshop en¬ 


titled “Racism - Harmony 
Among Diversity.” 

Subway, a sandwich 
shop on Huntington Dr., 
and Santa Anita Fashion 
Park, which donated the 
fountain money from Jan¬ 
uary, helped students raise 
funds so that they could 
attend the conference.
